Construed into the language of practical affairs 
this means that Canadian industrial interests would 
profit, not suffer, if Canada gave tariff concessions 
on British goods in order to secure special concess- 
ions for Canadian farm products in Britain. 

Ordinarily that proposition might be, and likely 
would be, challenged in some industrial quarters. 
Under present conditions it is likely to meet with 
little, if any, open opposition. 

The Canadian industrial concern, iis owner and 
employees, need the Canadian home market more 
even than they need foreign markets. But the home 
market has to a distressing degree vanished, through 
the disappearance of the farmer’s buying power. 
The essential thing is to restore that buying power. 
All other considerations are of minor importance. 
Industrial leaders and workers must be aware of 
that.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


If you are so unlucky some Friday as to be run 
over by an auto, it will be a source of comfort to 
know that in all probability it was done by one of 
the lords of creation, and not by a mere woman. 

The British Columbia authorities, now engaged 
in bringing into effect a new Motor Vehicles Act, 
designed to discourage reckless driving, have had 
an investigation into the records of accidents in the 
coast province. Human nature being the same in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, the deductions from the 
B. C. statistics are prosumably applicable to our- 
selves. 

These show that sixteen times more accidents 
were caused by men drivers than by women drivers 
This does not mean that men drivers are sixteen 
times more careless than woimen drivers. Far more 
men than women drive cars. But it does show that 
the average woman driver is more careful than the 
average man driver. 

Now we shall have to find a new definition for 
“instinct.” That old one, “The impulse that causes 
a male driver io hug the edge of the road when he 
sees a woman driver coming,” doesn’t seem to fit 
the facts.

The analysis of the figures of accidents in B. C. 
shows that by far the greater number of accidents 
occur in broad daylight, under good weather con- 
ditions, and are caused by young men under the 
age of 25. 

I was in B. C. several years ago when the rule of 
the road was changed. Where every week-end there 
had been lists of fatalities on the road, for two 
weeks after the rule of the road was changed there 
was not a singel death or serious accident. The 
explanation? Drivers were exercising care. That 
is the secret of safety. But it must be practised by 
both parties. 

This I learned to my cost less than a year ago, 
For twenty years I had driven cars. Several times 
I had taken out insurance, but over periods totalling 
about ten years of carrying insurance I had never 
claimed or caused the claim of as little as a five- 
cent piece. With most of my driving in the cities, 
I had never as much as pinched a mudguard. 
Insurance seemed foolish as compared with taking 
care. So before starting to drive from Regiria to the 
coast last October I did not bother to renew my 
insurance. 

But in the mountains outside Fernie I was badly 
crashed by a reckless youth, who had smashed three 
ef his own cars inside of three years, and who had 
only a_ short while before been given back his 
driver's license after a conviction. Luckily my 
passenger and I both escaped without a scratch, 
though the other chap’s car was ruined and his 
passenger very badly cut, I had the satisfaction of 
prosecuting him, of having him convicted and his 
te license impounded. But that didn't pay the 
$350 damage to my car. Nor could I expect to 
collect from him by civil suit, as his cars and in- 
surance were carried in the name of his father. 
I was advised I could not sue either his father, or 
th 2 ny su let the

w B. C. act is an effort to meet such 
in the future , driver with a con- 
viction against him must ry liability insurance 


or be refused a driver's license. An effort is being 
made to secure uniform legislation in all the prov- 
inches. No reckless person should be allowed at 
the wheel of an auto without first taking steps to 
insure others against the consequences of his reck- 
lessness. 

It is obvious to me that the accident insurance 
companies stand in their own light by not grading 
premiums to match the driving records of the in- 
sured. With a certain type of youth an insurance 
policy is an invitation to recklessness at the expense 
of cautious drivers. The cautious drivers in the 
company above referred to paid for the three cars 
the boy had smashed. 

If new drivers without a record were admitted 
at an intermediate rate; cautious drivers with a five- 
year accident-free record allowed a lighter rate, 
and drivers with records of accident made to pay 
a heavier rate, it would not only be more equitable 
but would make insurance attractive for the type 
r who would prove to be most profitable to 
ance company, If after three accidents, 
panies were to refuse to grant a driver 
ance, save at a greatly increased premium, and 
a driver's license could not be obtained without 
insurance, it would do more to make the roads safe 
than all the “Safety First’ clubs and pleas. At 
present these are wasted on reckless natures. 


The Doukhobors, like the poor, are still with us. 
A man from Boston Bar, B.C., writing to a Van- 
couver newspaperman, tells of the psychology of a 
crowd of sight-seers on the station platform when 
it was discovered that the heralded “two cars of 
Douks” turned out to be all kiddies, wrenched from 
their parents.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
THE ONION FAMILY 


Most patients coming to me for advice report that they cannot 
use onions, although they like them. Some say that onions seem to 
Cause so much: gas, and others report having headaches within a few 
minutes after eating either onion, garlic, leeks, or chives. Those people 
who consider themselves well will perhaps not be interested in such 
experiences, but it is not likely that many who are reading this column 
believe themselves to be in perfect health. Consequently, my readers 
should be interested in the ov erwhelming evidence against the onion 
family. 

The onion, as used for food. is the bulb of a plant which is a 
member of the lily family, and has been cultivated and used for 
centuries. It was first grown in western Asia, and then by the ancient 
Egyptians and Hebrews Doubtless, because the Egyptians liked the 
onion so well it was held up as an object of worship long before 
the Christian era. History records that nine tons of pure gold were 
spent in buying onions for the workmen who built the pyramids. 


ONIONS IRRITATING 


If there is any healthful effect of the onion, it can only be because 
of its laxative effect. The volatile, sulphur oil which it contains is 
irritating to the mucous membrane of the stomach and intestines, 
and besides exciting the flow of digestive juices, it causes the in- 
testines to be come filled with quantities of excess gas from the 
chemical changes produced by the digestive juices which change the 
sulphur into sulphur dioxide gas. 

Claims are often made that the onion is an especially good blood- 
building food, but its composition shows it to be about the same as the 
Other non-starchy vegetables, and it is evident that it does not contain 
any mysterious principle which could increase strength in the body 
any more than could be received from spinach, string beans, lettuce, 
or eny of the other greens. 


HABITUAL EATERS OF ONIONS LESS AFFECTED 


In Franc@, the laboring classes eat onions as we eat apples, but of 
course are not injured as much by this as some of us might be by 
@nly a small amount of onion used to flavor a salad. The injurious 
effect of any particular article of food is gradually lessened by its 
long continued use over many years. However, those of my readers 
who now feel the bad ‘effects of onion eating will be wise to dis- 
continue its use, and not try to force themselves to get used to this 
odoriferous member of the lily family. 

Garlic, leeks, and chives are also members of the lily famil 
the same properties as the onion, and although they make very palat- 
able seasonings, they produce the same irritating effect in the gastro- 
intestinal tract and cannot be recommended as good food.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: T. U. inquires: “Could you tell me the cause of excess 
electricity in a person? I notice sparks every once in a while when I 
touch something made of metal such as the hot water tap or the 
electric light.” 

ANSWER: What you have felt is probably static electricity which 
may be generated by your shoes as ydu walk across the carpet. Just 
try this experiment: Shuffle across the room without your feet leav- 
ing the carpet, then touch the hydrant and you will find you will 
be able to get a < from your fingertips. If this does not occur, it 
may be possible t your electric light fixtures are defective, and 
you may be getting a spark off a real 110 volt alternating current. 
Better have an electrician examine the wires. If there is a “short” 
in the light socket, you may get a severe shock if you touch the metal 
of the socket and the water faucet at the same time. Meny 
have been killed from turning on a light while standing in the, bath- 


tub. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Ellen M. writes: “I have been told that 
fruit of the cactus can be eaten and I have, in fact, tried it and found 
it palatable. However, the chief difficulty is with the prickly thorns. 
Vere it not for these, I would enjoy cating the fruit. Is there any

method of casily removing the thorns?” 

ANSWER: The best method of removing the cmall prickly spines 
is to impale the fruit upon a stick and whirl it about in a flame so 
that the throns are burned off. The fruit contains about 142% protein, 
similar amount of fat, and about 11% carbohydrate, principally 
sugar, and 27-10% mineral matter, the remainder being composed 
of water.

FOOD FOR THE SEED.

quickly than other seeds planted at 
a greater depth. Then, too, a heavy 
spray will wash out the shall-plant- 
ed seed. In hot weather the lawn 
should be sprayed daily 

Small twigs and branches spread 
over the newly planted lawn area 
will keep birds from picking out 
the smal! seed.
